HUNG FOR CRIME. 


Richard Leach Pays the Pen- 
alty of a Murderer. 


He Fainted in tbe Kxeviitlon ftanlranU 
Before Ueatb Came to Him He 
Was» UncouüCioiiN. 


SING-SING, Aug. 5.—Richard 
Leach 
was executed this morning at 11:26 
o'clock. 
Leach 
killed Mary 
Hope 
Newkirk, his mistress, after frequent 
quarrels, on account of the attentions 
paid to her by her uncle. S. H. Moore. 
The crime was committed on Sunday, 
November 18. 1894, Leach cutting the 
woman's throat with a knife, severing 
the jugular vein. 
When Leach saw 
that he had committed murder he tried 
to commit suicide by cutting his throat 
with the same knife. 
Alter he cut his 
throat he wrote on a slate that he 
killed Mary Newkirk, and also a note 
stating that he loved her and before he 
would allow another man to live with 
her he killed her. 
Leach and the 
woman had been drinking the 
night 
before and both were intoxicated when 
the crime was committed. 


Seventeen hundred volts were turned 
into his body, and the current was re- 
duced to 300, after which it was again 
raised to 1,700 and reduced to 300. 
The current was turned on one minute 
and fifty-seven seconds before he was 
pronounced dead. 


The witnesses entered the death 
chamber at 11:08. 
Electrician Davis 
then made the usual test of the electric 
apparatus by placing about twenty-five 
incandescent lamps on the chair, fie 
explained that this was the amount of 
current which would be sent through 
the condemned man's body. 


Warden Leach went to Leach's cell 
at 11:12 and told him that his time 
had come. 
Leach promptly responded: 
."I am glad of it, warden; I am ready 
to go." 


Before he started for the execution 
chamber he asked Warden Sage to 
give him the lock of hair of his dead 
wife which he had amon^ his effects 
when he was brought to the prison 
some months ago. He told the war- 
den that he wanted to die holding this 
lock of hair in his hand. 
The request 
waa granted. 


Leach, leaning on the arm of Chap- 
lain 
Weil, entered the execution 
chanber at 11:15. 
He was 
very 
weak and almost immediately after he 
sat down in the chair he fainted. He 
was in this condition when the fatal 
shook was turned on. 
After the cur- 
rent had been on one minute and 
fifty-seven ¿econds it was turned off 
and the doctors gathered about the 
chair and began to examine the body 
There was no sign of pulsation or 
heartbeat and the doctors, after confer- 
ring for a minute or two, decided 
that 
a second shock was unnecessary and 
pronounced the man dead. 
The body 
was then removed from the chair. 


TOPEKA, Kas , Aug 5 —This is pen. 
sion day and checks lor several hun- 
dred thousand dollars are being paid 
out this week by United States Com- 
missioner Glyck. 
The following circu 
lar was distributed among the old 
soldiers of Topeka and Shawnee county 
who visited the United States pension 
ofiBce to get their quarterly allowance 
from their government: 
"Comrades: 


'Halt. 
You are entitled to gold in 
payment of your checks. 
Demand it. 
Do not accept depreciated currency." 


The pensioners are paid by checks, 
which are cashed at the Topeka banks. 
It is claimed the circular was prepared 
by a bemetallist who wants to show 
that there is not enough gold in the 
banks to pay the pensioners alone, 
aside from doing the other business of 
the country. 
It has also been sug- 
gested that this may be a part of the 
Soverign boycott of national 
bank 
notes. It is not known who distributed 
the circular.

None Present at the Scene of 
the Chinese Massacre. 


INSURGENTS 
DEFEATED 
In a Battle Wtaicb Occarred iu tb« 
Province of Santa Clara. 


MADBID, Aug. 5.—According to a dis- 
patch received here from Havana the 
government troops have defeated the 
insurgents near Matanzas and in addi- 
tion the insurgent forces commanded 
by Maceo have been defeated in the 
province of Santiago de Cuba 
Several 
insurgents were killed in both engage- 
ments. 


HAVAKA, Aug. 5.—Lieutenant Colonel 
Molina, at the head of a force of forty 
auxiliary troops, had a skirmish today 
with the insurgents commanded by the 
well known leader, Matagas, at Sabana 
Torres, near Kosario 
Vieja, in the 
province of Santa Clara. 
The insur- 
gents attempted to surround the auxil- 
iaries but the latter, reinforced by forty 
infantry soldiers, charged the enemy, 
who numbered 200, and dispersed 
them. 
The ics argents left five dead 
upon the field and retired with many 
wounded. 
The troops captured ten 
saddle horses, carrying provisions, and 
during the engagement twenty saddle 
horses, carrying ammunition and other 
supplies for the insurgents, were killed. 
Among the killed was Capt. Jose Reyes 
Caderera of the insurgent sorce, whose 
body was fully identified. 
On the side 
of the troops one corporal and one 
gureralero was seriously wounded. 


Lieutenant RuiEz at the head of a 
squadron of cavalry has had a brush 
with the insurgent's band, commanded 
by Bolgnes, a j Seborucal, providence of 
Santa Clarr. 
The insurgents lost three 
killed and had eight wounded. The 
troops captured a qurntity of arms. 
Capt. Canadas has exchanged shots 
with the insurgents commanded by 
Bermudese and Nunese. 
The insur- 
gents hsd five wounded.

W E L C H , W. Va., Aug 5—At Keynote 
last night J. M. Straud, coke boss for 
the Pulaski Iron company, shot W. A. 
Gilbert and James Owens, two white 
miners, working for the same company. 
The fight started with fists, then the 
two began to club Stroud, when he 
fired. The trouble originated at a dance 
given by strikers last month. 
Stroud 
took men to the dance who Gilbert and 
Owens said were scabs. 
Gilbert may 
live but Owens will die. 
Stroud is in 
jail.

Uncle Sam Will Countermand the Or- 
der for a Warship to Proceed to 
the Scene. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The statement 
from United States Minister 
Denby 
and Consul General Jerenigan that no 
Americans were injured in the attack 
by the Chinese mob upon the missions 
at Ku Cheng relieves our navy depart- 
ment from the necessity of ordering 
some of the American naval forces to 
the scene of the trouble, although this 
incident will undoubtedly form the 
subject of another demand upon the 
Chinese government for reparation and 
indemnity for the outrage upon the 
property rights of the American mis- 
sionaries. 
The nearest American naval 
vessel is the Detroit, which arrived at 
Shanghai Saturday, but she could not 
get within hundreds of miles of Ku 
Cheng and the only manner in which 
her 
force 
could 
operate 
would 
be by means of armed launches. 
This 
is a most perilous method of campaign- 
ing under such conditions as exist in 
interior China, while Acting Secretary 
McAdoo is willing to give the order if 
requested to do so by the state depart- 
ment officials, experienced naval offi- 
cers feel that it would be a useless 
sacrifice of the lives of our seamen and 
they are glad to know that the state 
department does not regard such a 
move as necessary at present.

A Bomb Sent to Commissioner 
Roosevelt. 


On Investigation It Proves to Be a 
Shot Gnu Cartrldi^e and Per- 
fectly Barmless. 


N E W YORK, Aug. 5 —What is believed 
to be an infernal machine was discov- 
covered in the mailing department of 
the post office today, addressed to 
to "Theodore Roosevelt, Central Police 
office."

MRS. T. D'ffITT TALMAGE. 


Death of tlie Wile of the Fa- 
mous Preaclier 


At a Nanitarium in Oanvilie, X. Y.. to 
Which Place She Was Taken 
Abont a Year AKO. 


DANVILLE, N.Y., Aug. 5.—Mrs. T. De- 
Witt Tallmage died here at 5:30 this 
morning. 


Since the burning of the Brooklyn 
tabernacle last year, Mrs, Tallmage has 
suffered from nervous prostration and 
she has never fully recovered from the 
shock sustained then. 
The fire broke 
out while the doctor was holding his 
usual Sunday reception and a large 
number of parishioners and 
visitors 
were in the church at the time. 
They 
all made good their escape but Dr. 
Tallmage went back into the 
burning 
edifice for something he had left be- 
hine. 


During his absence Mrs. Talmage, 
who, with other members of the family 
was outside awaiting his reappearance, 
became greatly excited and 
alarmed 
for the doctor's safety. As soon as she 
was informed that he was all right, she 
broke down 
completely, her over 
wrought nerves 
being 
unequal for 
such a strain. 


Her doctors suggested an European 
trip to build up her failing health. 
She was accompanied to Europe by the 
Misses Maude and Daisey Talmage. 
While in Rome she became ill with 
Roman fever and, accompanied by one 
of her physicians, she returned home. 
While staying at the family's summer 
residence near Hampton, L, I,, she ap- 
peared to improve and her friends had 
hopes of her speedy recovery. 
This 
was not to be, however, as she soon had 
a relapse of the spells of exhaustion 
and nervous prostration. 


The sufferer was removed to the 
Danville sanitarium about a year ago 
with Miss Daisy Talmage as her con- 
stant companion. 
While there Tal- 
mage was absent on a lecturing tour in 
the west. 
Last week he received a 
telegram summoning him to his wife's 
bedside. 
He at once cancelled all his 
engagements and hastened back to 
find that there was very little hope for 
the patient's recovery and he remained 
with her until the end came this morn- 
ing. 


The deceased was the second wife of 
Dr. 
Talmage. 
His first wife' was 
drowned while boating in 1862, leaving 
a daughter. Miss Jessie, and a son who 
has since died. 
Within two years 
afterwards the doctor married Miss 
Suoie Whittemore, of Brooklyn. She 
became the mother of five children, 
Rev. Frank DeWitt 
Talmage, Mrs. 
Dorin, Mrs. Mangan, Misses Maud and 
Daisy Talmage. 


The funeral services will be held at 2 
o'clock, Thursday, Aug. 8, at Brooklyn. 


INDIANA CORN. 
The Crop Breaks the Becord->Other 
Grains are Good. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 5.—During the 
past ten days rains have been pretty 
generally distributed all over the state, 
much to the benefit of growing crops. 
In some localities the storm? were de- 
structive, doing considerable damage to 
farm products, 
Corn continues to grow 
rapidly. 
In most fields it is in silks 
and tassels and is earing, and from 
present indications in very many local- 
ities it will be the greatest crop ever 
known in the state. 
Late potatoes are 
advancing rapidly, the heavy bloom in- 
dicating a large yield. 
Millet and 
buckwheat are all that can be desired 
and the crop of clover is coming on. 


Already much plowing has been done. 
Meadows and pasturage show improve- 
ment in nearly every locality and 
dairy products are promising. The 
wheat thrashing is well nigh completed. 
The estimates prepared by the state 
statistician and compiled from reports 
from every section of the state show 
that the total acreage of all crops is 
10 388,766, an increase over 1894 of 647,- 
429 acres. 
Oí this total 2,748.210 acres 
were in wheat. 
Altogether 700 replies 
were received by the state staiistican 
giving an estimated yield of 8 3 bushels 
per acre, counting the entire acreage 
and making no allowance for abandon- 
ments. 
The total estimated yield is 
therefore 20,985,338 bushels, as against 
50,792,620 bushels last year. 


Figures tabulated relative to other 
crops show a total acreage of 3,706,146 
in corn, 1,098,700 oats, 81,183 rye. 33,222 
barley and 91,501 Irish potatoes. 
Rela- 
tive to other growing crops or products 
already for the market the report shows 
that tobacco is doing fairly, save that in 
some of the low fields some damage has 
resulted from the recent storms. Mel 
ons and tomatoes are in good condition 
and the oats nesirly all in shock and 
rea iy for the thrasher.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Arthur Wilder, the 
young Hawaiian who was private sec 
retary to the advisory council of the 
Dole provisional government, passed 
through Chicago today on his way from 
Honolulu to the east.

There was a bitter oppo- 
sition to him, because it was alleged he 
refused to vote for Harrison, but he 
wtM nominated on the first ballot.

Trusler, M. F. Cummings, Dr. Theo- 
dore A. Wagner, John R. Allen, Chas 
A. Bookwalter, formerly of this city 
R S. Foster and W. L. Taylor. 
Trus- 
ler received 363 votes, to 100 for Wag 
ner and 61 for Bookwalter. 
The other 
candidates had from 1 to 9 votes 
Trusler had 46 more votes than was 
necessary to nominate. 


Mr. Trusler, who received the nomi 
nation for mayor, it is understood, has 
liberal views in regard to the enforce- 
ment of the Sunday saloon closing law 
and if elected he will not pursue the 
vigorous policy in that respect tliat 
has been one of the excellent features 
of Mayor Denny's administration.

is also said that Mr. Trusler has been 
cannected with some schemes of a pub- 
lic character in Indianapolis, which re 
fleat upon him and which will be the 
means of his losing many votes.

The national circuit bicycle meet 
which is being held in this city under 
the auspices of the Fort Wayne Racing 
association, a full account of which 
given in T H E SENTINEL, suggests to the 
mind the rapidity with which 
the 
bicycle haa sprung into popular favor 
and there is every reason for believing 
that it has come to stay. 


It may be said that there have been 
other sports as popular as wheeling 
'I'his is doubtful, but granting it to be 
true, no other has become so universal 
in so brief a time, nor anything like so 
serviceable. 
Everybody does not ride 
a wheel, but it seems sometimes as if 
almost everybody does. 
In this city of 
43 000 inhabitants there are more than 
3,000 people who ride wheels and the 
number 
is 
increasing 
every 
day 
eo 
that 
the 
bicycle as a factor in 
life is one which is important, 
and 
the claims of which to certain legal 
rights must be recognized. 


The bicycle possesses many features 
which give to it the promise of perma 
nent favor. 
Chief among these is the 
fact that it is an aid to health. 
It 
affords a delightful and exhilarating 
exercise without the penalty of over- 
exertion. 
It supplies a cheap and con- 
venient method of going 
from one 
place to another. 
It is an 
appliance 
which can be utilized in the prosecu- 
tion of business and in the pursuit of 
pleasure. 


One of the strongest points of 
the 
bicycle is its adaptability to young and 
old, children and adults, men and wo- 
men. 
TO the latter it is an inestima- 
ble boon. 
Its introduction is the long 
est step that has yet been taken in the 
direction of feminine emancipation. 
It 
vouchsafes a degree of liberty to wo- 
men which they have i;ever known 
heretofore. 
Think of the 
luxurious 
sense of freedom which a woman feels 
when she mounts her bicycle for a spin 
over the city streets or through the 
pleasant country roads. 
She may ride 
on this swift and tractable 
vehicle 
wh'ere she could not walk, and she may 
i njoy this privilege without consulting 
anybody but herself. 
She needs 
no 
driver and is not dependent upon 
an 
escort. 
The women alone, barring out 
the men, will cause the bicycle to be 
ranked as a necessity and will keep it 
in use. 


But the bicycle has conferred lasting 
benefits upon thousands of persons who 
have never ridden one and who never 
will. 
It has done more than anything 
else for the betterment of the common 
thoroughfares in all parts of the repub 
He. 
The remarkable improvement 
of 
the country roads which has become 
noticable within the past few years is 
due chiefly to the organized efforts of 
the wheelmen. 
They have pushed 
along this work with a degree of per- 
severance which is bringing success. 
It may be that they have carried for- 
ward this crusade for their own 
con- 
venience, but they have by no means 
monopolized the benefits. 
The general 
public has been the gainer, and 
the 
farmers are under an especial debt of 
obligation to the league which 
has 
brought about this valuable reform. 


For many reasons, which it is 
not 
necessary here to recount, the 
bicycle 
merits hoepifcible and liberal treatment. 
But its patrons do not have to beg for 
their rights; they are in a position to 
demand them. 
A class which formr- 
an army that numbers its hundreds of 
thousands can put men into office or 
haul them out of their places if 
they 
so desire and in the future legislators 
and officials will be compelled to re- 
spect the opinions of the bicyclists in 
comunities in which they live. 
Poli 
ticians whose tactics it has been hereto- 
fore to court favor with certain classes 
will in the future have to keep 
their 
eyes on the bicycle vote, for the bicycl- 
ists can make themselves a power in 
politics if they desire to do so.

politics, politics in the United Kingdom 
may be expected to have a good long 
resting spell.

Rosebery administration was, but that 
remains to no soc5.

A Case of Persistence. 
During the war a number of Indians 
belonging to the Cherokee Nation, in 
Indian Territory, executed an agreement 
with a white man, a lawyer of Tahle- 
quah, W. J. Bryant, giving him 25 per 
cent of all the moneys he could collect 
for them on a claim they had against 
the United States government. 
The 
claim arose in 1835 and came in this 
way: The United States goveimment 
closed a treaty with the Cherokee Na- 
tion, in which it agreed to pay a larf.'c 
sum to certain families that had mo\<^d 
upon the Cherokee reservation pric-r to 
the time of the treaty, in 1835. 
This 
money has never been paid. The Chero- 
kee families and their descendants em- 
ployed Mr. Bryant to collect their dues 
for them. 
He has beej^ at work on the 
claim ever since, now more than 32 
years. Last year he succeeded in induc- 
ing congress to pass an act ordering the 
moneys to be paid. Mr. Bryant is there- 
fore to receive ^200,000, one-fourth of 
the sum that will bo divided among the 
Cherokee old settlers. He has employed 
many other lawyers to help him, 
however, that ho will only get $50,000 
of the money himself. He "hired the oth- 
er attorneys in order to accelerate settle- 
ment. 
Now at length, the last of Au- 
gust, the money will Ixi divided among 
the families according to the number of 
their representatives. 
Stmie individual 
heirs will get over C^l.DOO, others only 
few cent.-;.

Public Hangings. 


In some of the more primitive • and 
less civilized regions of this country it 
is still the custom to permit public exe- 
cutions. When a murderer is to be hang- 
ed, a scaffold is erected in a public 
place, news of tihe expected event is 
spread far and wide and men, aaid some- 
times even women, go to see a poor 
wretch strangled to death as they would 
go to a picnic or a camp meeting. 


Exactly such a hanging as this took 
place not long since in a certain locality. 
Five thousand people witnessed the hor- 
rible scene. All night before the hang- 
ing excursion trains, wagons and men 
on horseback made the silence noisy 
with their arrival. Ribaldry and drunk- 
enness were attendant. 
Boys were per- 
mitted to look on the judicial strangling 
as if it had been a horse race or a cattle 
show. 


Anything more ghastly, more awfully 
repulsiA'« to every finer sentiment of hu- 
man nature cannot be imagined. If some 
of those boys go and play at hanging 
their playmates, if later they themselves 
become murderers and swing from the 
gallows, it need not surprise their par- 
ents and the authorities who permitted 
spectators at the esecution. 


It is no credit to American civiliza- 
tion that hangings are still permitted to 
take place in pubKc. 
On the contrary, 
it is a burning disgrace and degradation 
It shows a callousness to the better, 
more refined feelings of human nature 
that one would only look for in savages.

It appears, therefore, that of the total 
church membership about seven-tenths 
wore Catholics, Methodists and Baptists 
combined and about three-tenths Cath- 
olics alone. 
About four-sevenths of the 
Protestant membership were Methodists 
aud Baptists alone, or, in round fig- 
uies, 8,000,000 out of 14,000,000. 
In 
the number of their organizations, or 
churches aud congregations, both the 
Methodists and Baptists far exceeded 
the Roman Catholics, the explanation 
being that the Catholic parishes are 
much greater ou the average, some of 
them containing 
as many as 14,000 
communicants. 


About one-half of tho Roman Catho- 
lics were in tho 124 cities of a popula- 
tiou of 25,000 and upward, where the 
proportionate repre.sentation Of the two 
others is comparatively small. Even the 
Episcopalians, of whom there were only 
540,009 in tho whole Union, exceeded 
tho Baptists in their urban membership 
and came not far .short of the Metho- 
dists, nearly one half of their communi- 
cants also being in the cities. More than 
) hree-quart( rs of tho JOAVS aud of the 
Gernum Evangelical Protestants were in 
tho cities, aud nearly one-half of the 
Unitai'ians. 


Proportionately to tho population the 
number of religious communicants was 
greater in the cities than in the country. 
In the 124 cities containing an aggre- 
gate population of 18,989,568 there were 
5,302,018 communicants, or 1 in every 
2.04 inhabitants ; in the country there 
was only 1 to 3Î04. 
Tho greatest num- 
ber was in New York, 556,954. 
This 
city takes the lead also in the value of 
its church property, nearly $55,000,000, 
but Philadelphia has the first place in 
the number of church edifices, 664, or 
130 more than New Y'ork. Philadelphia 
therefore rather than Brooklyn is en- 
titled to be called the City of Churches. 
It has 1 church edifice for every 1,577 
population to Brooklyn's 1 to 2,105. 
Chicago comes third, 1 to 3,200, and 
New York fourth, 1 to 2,838. 
Propor- 
tionately to tho popiilation tho number 
of communicants was somewhat more 
in the smaller cities than the greater. 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Brooklyn have nearly one-third of the 
population of the 124 cities, but consid- 
erably less than a third of the communi- 
cants. 


In the Union, New Mexico, which is 
strongly Roman Catholic, had the great- 
est number of communicants jM-oportion- 
ately to the population, or 68.85 per cent. 
Next came Utah, the seat of Mormon- 
isin, with 01.02 per cent; then Arizona, 
largelj' Catholic, with 45.24 percent.

INSURGENTS DEFEATED 


In n Bnttle Which Occurred in lu« 


Province of SanlA Clara. 


MADBID, Aug. 5 —According to a dis- 


patch received here from Havana the 
government troops have defeated the 
insurgents near Matanzas and in addi- 
tion the insurgent forces commanded 
by Maceo have been defeated in the 
province of Santiago de Cuba 
Several 


insurgents were killed in both engage- 
meats. 


HAVASA, Aug. 5 —Lieutenant Colonel 


Molina, at the head of a force of forty 
auxiliary troops, had a skirmish today 
with the insurgents commanded by the 
well known leader, Matagnu, at Sabana 
Torres, near Rosario Vicja, in the 
province of Santa Clara. The insur- 
gents attempted to surround the auxil- 
iaries but the latter, reinforced by forty 
infantry soldiers, charged the enemy, 
who numbered 200, and dispersed 
them. The insurgents left five dead 
upon the field and retired with many 
wounded. 
The troops captured ten 


saddle horses, carrying provisions, and 
during the engagement twenty saddle 
horses, carrying ammunition and other 
supplies for the insurgents, were killed. 
Among the killed was Capt, Jose Beyes 
Caderera of the insurgent eorce, whose 
body was fully identified. On the side 
of the troops one corporal and one 
gureralero was seriously wounded. 


Lieutenant Kuisz at the head of a 


squadron of cavalry has had a brush 
with the insurgent's band, commanded 
by Bolgaes, aj Seboruoal, providence of 
Santa Clarr.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 —The statement 


from United States Minister Denby 
and Consul General Jerenigau that no 
Americans were injured in the attack 
by the Chinese mob upon the missions 
at Ku Cheng relieves our navy depart- 
ment from the necessity of ordering 
some of the American naval forces to 
the scene of the trouble, although this 
incident will undoubtedly form the 
subject of another demand upon the 
Chinese government for reparation and 
indemnity for the outrage upon the 
property rights of the American mis- 
sionaries. The nearest American naval 
vessel is the Detroit, which arrived at 
Shanghai Saturday, but she could not 
get within hundreds of miles of Ku 
Cheng and the only manner in which

be by means of armed launches 
This 


is a most perilous method of campaign- 
ing under such conditions as exist in 
interior China, while Acting Secretary 
McAdoo is willing to give the order if 
requested to do so by the state depart- 
ment officials, experienced naval offi- 
cers feel that it would be a useless 
sacrifice of the lives of our seamen and 
they are glad to know that the state 
department does not regard such a 
move as necessary at present.

serviceable 
Everybody does not rid 


a wheel, but it neeins sometimes as i 
almost everybody does. In this city o 
43 000 inhabitanta there are more than 
.1,000 people who ride wheels and thi 
number 
is increasing every day 


BO that the bicycle as a factor in 
life is one which is important, an 
the claims of which to certain lega 
rights must be recognized. 


The bicycle possesses many feature 


which give to it the promise of perma 
nent favor. Chief among these is th 
fact that it is an aid to health. I 
affords a delightful and exhilarating 
exercise without the penalty of over 
exertion. It supplies a cheap and con 
venient method of going from oni 
place to another 
It is an appiiana 


which can be utilized in the prosecu 
lion of business and in the pursuit o 
pleasure. 


One of the strongest points of thi 


bicycle is its adaptability to young an< 
old, children and adults, men and wo 
man. To the latter it is an inestima 
bla boon. Its introduction is the long 
est step that has yet been taken in th 
direction of feminine emancipation. I 
vouchsafes a degree of liberty to wo 
men which they have tevtr known 
heretofore. Think of the luxuriou 
senae of freedom which a woman feel 
when she mounts her bicycle for a spin 
over the city streets or through the 
pleasant countiy roads. She may ridi 
on this swift and tractable vehicli 
wh'ere she could not walk, and she may 
(njoy this privilege without consultirj: 
anybody but herself. She needs nc 
driver and is not dependent upon an 
eocort. The women alone, barring ou 
the men, will cause the bicycle to b 
ranked as a necessity and will keep i 
in use. 


But the bicycle has conferred lastinj 


benefits upon thousands of persons whi 
have never ridden one and who neve 
will. It has done more than anything 
else for the betterment of the common 
thoroughfares in all parts of the repub 
lie. The remarkable improvement o 
the country roads which baa become 
noticable within the past few years i 
due chiefly to the organized efforts o 
the wheelmen. 
They have pushet 


along this work with a degree of per 
severance which is bringing success. 
It may be that they have carried for 
ward this crusade for their own con 
venience, but they have by no means 
monopolized the benefits. The genera 
Dublie has been the gainer, and the 
iarmers are under an especial debt of 
obligation to the league which has 
brought about this valuable reform. 


For many reasons, whioli it is not 


necessary here to recount, the bicycle 
merits hospitible and liberal treatment. 
3ut its patrons do not have to beg for 
iheir rights; they are in a position to 
demand them. A class which formr 
an army that numbers its hundreds of 
•housands can put men into office or 
laul them out of their places if they 
o desire and in the future legislators 
and officials will be compelled to re- 
pect the opinions of the bicyclists in 
comunities in which they live.

Public Hangings. 


In some of tho more primitive • anc 


less civilized regions of this country it 
is still the custom to permit public exe- 
cutions^ When a murderer is to behang- 
ed, a scaffold is erected in a public 
place, news of the expected event is 
spread far and wide and men, and some- 
tunes even worieii, go to see a poor 
wretch strangled to death as they wonlc 
go to a picnic or a camp meeting. 


Exactly such a hanging as this took 


place not long since in a certain locality. 
Five thousand people witnessed the hor- 
rible scene. All night before the hang- 
ing excursion trains, wagons and men 
on horseback made tho silence noisy 
with their arrival. Eibaldry and drunk- 
enness were attendant. Boys were per- 
mitted to look on the judicial strangling 
as if it had been a horse race or a cattle 
show. 


Anything more ghastly, more awfully 


repulsive to every finer sentiment of hu- 
man nature cannot be imagined. If some 
of tho.se boys go and play at hanging 
their playmates, if later they themselves 
become murderers and swing from the 
gallows, it need not surprise then: par- 
ents and the authorities who permitted 
spectators at the execution. 


It is no credit to American civiliza- 


tion that hangings are still permitted to 
take place in prtbHc. On the contrary, 
it is a burning disgrace and degradation 
It f-hows a callonsness to the better, 
metre refined feelings of human nature 
that one would only look f ov m savages. 


However New York may get around 


it, it is tho fact that Chicago has nearly 
2S.OOO more children m her public 
schools than Kew York has. This speaks 
well for Chicago, iiot so well for the 
city by the sea. The pnblic.schools are 
tlwvery hops and foundation stone of 
this nation 
When they deteriorate or 


fail off in attendance, then wo may in- 
d'cecl begin' to believe in MaxJSTordau's 
human degeneration. Judged solely by 
the enrollment of public school pupils, 
Chicago bas now even a laigerpopula- 
tioii than Now York wottld have with- 
out Brooklyn and Stnten Island.

of New York baivo, on the contrary, 
never evolved out of the idiotic old no- 
tion fcbat it is not cjniie "toney," as it 
were, to send their scions to the pnblic 
schools.

About four-sevenths of the 
Protestant membership wero Methodists 
luul Baptists alone, or, iu round fig- 
ures, 8,000,000 out of 14,000,000. In 
the number of their ^organizations, or 
churches and congregations, both the 
Methodists and Baptists far exceeded 
tho Roman Catholics, the explanation 
being that tho Catholic parishes are 
much greater on the average, some of 
them containing as many as 14,000 
communicants. 


About ouo-lialf of tho Eomaii Catho- 


lics were in the 124 cities of a popula- 
tion of 25,000 and upward, whero the 
proportionate representation bf tho two 
others is comparatively small. Es-eu the 
Episcopalians, of whom there were only 
540,009 in tho wholo Union, exceeded 
tho Baptists in their urban membership 
;md came not far short of .tlio Mstho- 
(listf, nearly one-half of their communi- 
cants also being in the cities. -More than 
three-quarters of tho .Tows ami of the 
Goniiiiu Kvjiugeliciil Protestants were in 
tho cities, aiid nearly one-half of tho 
Unitarians. 


Proportionately to tho population tho 


number of religious communicants was 
greater 'in tho cities than iu the country. 
Iu tho 124 cities containing an aggre- 
gate population, of 13,989,568 there were 
5,302,018 communicants, or, .1.in every 
2.04 inhabitants i iu the country there 
was only 1 to 3!04. The greatest num- 
ber was in New York, 650,954. This 
city takes the lead nlso'in the vnlnoof 
its church property, nearly $55,000,000, 
but Philadelphia has tho first place in 
tho number of church edifices, 004, or 
130 more thnu New York. Philadelphia 
therefore -rather than Brooklyn is en- 
title:! to be called the City of Churches. 
It has 1 clinrcb. edifice for every 1,577 
population to Brooklyn's 1 to 2,105.
